RREFACE 


THE  mSTOKT  of  ttie  race  is  but  that  of  ttie  in- 
dividnal  **wrtt  large"  and  we  do  bot  know  tbe 
real  history  of  any  age  or  country  until  we  know  about 
its  characteristic  men.  Most  of  the  men  described  are 
now  active  in  business  and  professional  careers,  but 
a  few  sketches  have  been  added  of  men  whose  achieve- 
ments are  still  fresh  in  memory. 

Universal  history,  the  history  of  what  man  has  ac- 
complished in  this  world,  is  at  the  bottom  the  history 
of  the  great  men  who  have  worked  here ;  and  there  can 
be  no  true  criticism  of  a  great  American  which  is  not 
founded  upon  the  knowledge  of  his  work  in  daily  life. 
Whether  it  be  in  the  diary  of  the  frontiersman  or  in 
the  elegant  studies  of  the  university. 

This  work  is  thoroughly  National,  -covering  every 
part  of  tbe  United  States,  and  puts  in  enduring  form 
something  of  the  history  of  great  American  merchants, 
manufacturers,  railroad  builders  and  other  great  men 
who  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  country's 
history. 

This  most  admirable  collection  of  contemporary 
biography  of  America's  foremost  leaders  of  life  and 
thought  will  be  an  invaluable  acquisition  to  the  world's 
libraries  and  historical  archives.

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Abbott,  Edville  Gerhardt,  chairman  of  the  Republican  City 
Committee  of  Portland,  Me.,  was  bom  Nov.  6,  1871,  in  Hancock, 
Me.  He  graduated  from  Bowdoin  College  with  the  degrees  of 
A.B.  and  A.M.  pro  merito,  and  in  1898  with  the  degree  of  M.D. 
from  the  Maine  Medical  School.  In  1900-1901  he  studied  in  the 
Friedrich  Wilhelm  University  at  Berlin,  and  since  that  time  has 
given  his  entire  attention  to  the  practice  of  orthopedic  surgery 
at  Portland,  Me.  He  is  instructor  in  orthopedic  surgery  in  Bow-  . 
doin  Medical  College,  snrgeon-in-chief  to  the  Children's  Hospital 
and  orthopedic  surgeon  to  the  Maine  General  Hospital.  He  is  a 
director  in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company;  is  a  member  of  the 
Portland  Board  of  Trade,  and  chairman  of  the  Republican  City 
Committee. 

Abbott,  Orafton  St.  Xioe,  lawyer,  trustee,  capitalist,  was  born 
Coroline  (Livermore)  Abbott;  received  preparatory  education 
at  Noble's  private  school,  Boston;  graduated  from  Harvard  col- 
lege, A.B.,  1877;  studied  law;  married,  Quincy,  Mass.,  Sept.  29, 
1890,  Mary  Adams.  Admitted  to  the  bar,  1880,  and  has  since 
engaged  in  practice  of  law  in  Boston.  He  is  director  Lewiston- 
Clarkston  Co. ;  vice-president  and  director  Fidelity  Trading  and 
Commercial  Co.,  Hill  Manufacturing  Co.;  treasurer  and  director 
Lewiston-Concord  Bridge  Co. ;  director  River  Bank  Improvement 
Co.,  U.S.  Quarantine  Stock  Yards  Co.,  Atlantic  Cotton  Mills ;  and 
chairman  board  of  directors  Guamtama  and  Western  Railroad  Co. 

Abbedanonda,  Swami,  teacher,  lecturer  and  author,  was  bom 
Nov.  22,  1866,  He  is  the  spiritual  head  of  the  Vedanta  Society 
of  New  York  and  of  West  Cornwall,  Conn.  He  is  the  author  of 
many  books  on  social,  moral  and  religious  ideals  of  nations.

Aekerman,  J.  Walter,  civil  and  mechanical  engineer,  was 
bom  in  Auburn,  N.Y.,  Dec.  5,  1867;  son  of  Elias  Cuykendall  and 
Amelia  (De  Witt)  Aekerman;  educated  at  Cazenovia  seminar, 
Ithaca  high  school  and  Cornell  university;  married,  May  28, 
1902,  Bertha  H.  Vedder,  of  Munsville,  Madison  co,,  N.Y. ;  sons 
Lauren  V.,  bom  March  12,  1905 ;  J.  Bevier,  bora  April  29,  1909. 
Engaged  in  railroad  surveys,  1897-99;  engaged  in  sanitary  de- 
signs and  constraetion,  1899-1902;  city  engineer  of  Auburn,  N.T., 
1902  to  Jan.,  1908;  resident  engineer  N.Y.,  Auburn  and  Lansing 
R.R.,  Jan.  to  Sept.,  1908;  since  1908  superintendent  and  chief 
engineer  of  Municipal  Water  Works  system  of  Auburn,  N.Y, 
Republican.

Ackerson,  T.  Benton,  real  estate  owner  and  developer,  was 
bom  at  Rockland  Lake.Kockland  Co.,  N.Y.,  June  9,  1856;  son 
of  Theodore  P.  and  Susan  L.  (Moore)  Ackerson;  educated  in 
schools  of  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y. ;  married  Dec.  28,  1887,  Carrie  E, 
Ambler;  children:  Ella  A.,  bora  1898;  Alice  (deceased);  Jean, 
bom  1901.  Was  31  years  in  employ  of  Knickerbocker  Ice  Co., 
and  its  successors,  and  for  Ihe  past  fourteen  -years  has  been 
engaged  in  real  estate  development  and  kindred  lines,  making  a 
specialty  of  home  communities.  President,  T.  B.  Ackerson  Co., 
real  estate;  manager  the  T.  B.  Ackerson  Co.;  active  in  develop- 
ment of  homes  in  Flatbush,  Brooklyn.  Bay  Shore,  L.I.,  Maple- 
wood.  N.J.,  and  building  up  of  large  factory  interests  in  Long 
Island  City.

Adair,  John  A.  M.,  United  States  congressman  from  the  eighth 
district  of  Indiana,  was  bom  Dec.  22,  1863,  in  Portland,  Ind, 
He  was  educated  at  the  high  schools  of  Portland,  Ind.  He  has 
been  city  clerk  of  Portland,  Ind. ;  and  in  1902-03  a  representative 
in  the  Indiana  state  legislature.  ITe  is  a  successful  banker ;  presi- 
dent of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Portland,  Ind.*j  and  promi- 
nently identified  with  the  business  of  public  affairs  of  this  city, 
county  and  state.  He  was  elected  to  the  sixtieth  and  sixty-first 
congresses  from  the  eighth  district  of  Indiana ;  and  was  re- 
elected to  the  sixty-second  congress  for  term  ending  1911-13; 
and  resides  in  Portland,  Ind. 

Adams,  Comfort  Avery,  educator,  electrical  engineer,  scien- 
tist, author,  was  born  Nov.  1,  1868,  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Cleveland  grammar  and  high  schools;  in  1890 
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graduated  with  the  degree  of  S.B.  from  the  Case  school  of 
applied  science  of  Cleveland,  Ohio;  and  in  1891-94  studied  in 
the  graduate  school  of  arts  and  sciences  of  Harvard  university. 
In  1891-96  he  was  an  instructor  in  Harvard  university;  in  1896- 
1906  was  assistant  professor  and  since  1906  has  been  professor 
of  electrical  engineering  in  that  institution.  In  1902-06  he  was 
consulting  engineer  for  Stone  and  Webster  of  Boston,  Mass. ;  and 
since  1905  has  been  consulting  engineer  of  the  American  Tool  and 
Machine  Co.  He  has  made  original  researches  on  induction 
motors,  alternators  and  other  electrical  machinery.  He  is  the 
author  of  Dynamo  Design  Schedules ;  numerous  papers  delivered 
before  scientific  societies;  and  articles  in  technical  journals. 
Conuslting  engineer  for  Warner  Sugar  Refining  Co.  of  N.Y.  since 
1910,  consulting  engineer  for  Simplex  Electric  Co.,  1912.  Fellow 
American  Institution  of  Electrical  Engineers,  also  manager  and 
member  of  four  important  committees.  Member  British  Institu- 
tion of  Electrical  Engineers,  fellow  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences;  fellow  American  Society  for  its  Advancement  of 
Sciences;  member  National  Electrical  Association;  member  Amer- 
ican Electrotecbnic  Society;  member  Illuminating  Engineers' 
Society,  etc. 

Adams,  Francis  Alexandre,  associate  editor  New  York  Com- 
mercial, was  bom  May  11,  1874,  in  New  York  City.  In  1891  he 
Ifraduated  from  the  New  York  public  schools;  and  subsequently 
the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  studied  law.  He  has 
been  editor  of  Printers'  Ink  and  on  the  staff  of  the  New  York 
Journal.  During  the  Spanish-American  war  in  1898  he  was  lieu- 
tenant in  the  fourteenth  regiment  New  York  volimteer  infantry. 
He  is  the  author  of  Truths  About  Trusts ;  The  Philippine  Ques- 
tion; The  Transgressors,  a  political  novel,  and  Roosevelt.  He  is 
now  associate- edit  or  of  the  New  York  Commercial ;  and  resides 
in  New  York  City. 

Adams,  Jajr  Elmer,  land  proprietor,  was  bom  March  30,  1862, 
on  a  farm  near  Osceola,  Clarke  county,  la.  For  a  time  Mr, 
Adams  lived  in  Denver,  Col.,  but  in  October,  1890,  settled  in  San 
Antonio,  Tex.,  which  has  ever  since  been  his  home.  There  he 
devoted  himself  to  real  estate  interests,  buying  much  acre  prop- 
erty and  dividing  it  into  city  lota.  It  is  he  who  bought  the 
land,  plotted  the  streets  and  developed  the  attractive  suburb  of 
Laurel  Hights,  now  the  best  resident  property  in  the  city.  Mr. 
Adams  is  also  the  owner  of  ninety  thousand  acres  of  land  in 
Mexico  and  eight  thousand  acres  in  Texas  farm  land,  of  which 
more  than  two  thousand  acres  are  in  cultivation  and  in  farms. 
He  also  owns  some  six  hundred  and  fifty  acres  in  farms  in 
Illinois;  a  summer  resort  and  a  summer  home  in  the  mountain 
of  Colorado,  besides  townsites  and  additions  in  Texas.  All  of 
his  operations  have  been  conducted  in  his  own  name. 
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Adams,  Melvin  Ohio,  lawyer,  banker,  was  bom  in  Ashbum- 
ham,  Mass.,  Nov.  7,  1850;  son  of  Joseph  and  Dolly  W.  (Whitney) 
Adams;  descendant  of  John  Adams,  who  came  from  England  and 
settled  in  Cambridge,  Alass.,  1650;  educated  in  public  schools 
and  Appleton  academy  of  New  Ipswich,  N.H. ;  graduated  from 
T^artmouth  college,  A.B.,  1871;  from  Boston  university,  LL.B.. 
1874,  LL.D.  Dartmouth,  1812.  Married,  Fitchbiirg,  Mass.,  Jan. 
20,  1874,  Mary  Colony.  Practising  law  at  Boston  since  1876; 
assistant  district  attorney,  1876-86;  president  Boston,  Revere 
Beach  and  Lynn  railroad ;  vice-president  Liberty  Trust  Co.  Served 
as  U.  S.  attorney,  1895-1D06;  assistant  adjutant-general  staff  of 
Gov.  Brachett  with  rank  of  colonel,  1890-91.  Republican.  Trustee 
Dartmouth  Educational  Association;  trustee  Dartmouth  college; 
president  Board  of  Trustees  of  Cushing  academy;  manajging 
trustee  of  the  Farm  and  Trades  school.  Clubs :  Union,  Unitar- 
ian, University,  Exchange,  Boston  Yacht,   Union  League,  N.T. 

Adams,  Thomas  Sewall,  educator,  author,  was  bom  Den.  29, 
1873,  in  BaItimG7e,  Md.  In  1900-01  he  was  assistant  to  the  treas- 
urer of  Porto  Rico.  Since  1901  he  has  been  professor  of  political 
economy  at  the  university  of  Wisconsin.  He  is  also  tax  commis- 
sioner of  the  state  of  Wisconsin.  He  is  the  author  of  Taxtation 
in  Maryland ;  and  Labor  Problems. 

AdamB,  Washington  Irving  Lincoln,  journalist,  business  man, 
hanker,  author,  was  bom  Feb.  22,  1865,  in  New  York  City,  He 
graduated  from  the  high  school  of  Montelair,  N.  J.  For  over 
ten  years  he  was  editor  of  the  Photographic  Times.  In  1896-99 
he  was  president  of  the  Scoville  and  Adams  Company ;  and  in  1901 
was  vice-president  of  the  Montelair  Trust  Company,  becoming 
its  president  in  1905.  Since  1901  he  has  been  treasurer  and  then 
president  of  Styles  and  Cash  of  New  York  City.  He  is  the  author 
of  the  Amateur  Photographer;  Sin,  Sunlight  and  Shadow;  In 
Nature 's  Image ;  Woodland  and  Meadow ;  and  a  volume  of  poems. 

Adams,  William  0.  T.,  president  of  Highland  college,  Eans., 
was  bom  July  6,  1869,  in  Vernon  county,  Wis.  He  graduated 
from  the  Wisconsin  Slate  Normal  school,  the  upper  Iowa  univer- 
sity, the  Taylor  university  and  the  university  of  Michigan;  and 
has  received  the  degrees  of  M.A.  and  M.S.  He  was  ordained 
8  minister  of  the  Presbyterian  church;  has  been  principal  of 
schools  in  Wisconsin  and  North  Dakota;  and  filled  professor- 
ships in  upper  Iowa  university  and  in  Bellevue  college  of 
Nebraska.  Since  1909  he  has  been  president  of  Hiqghland  col- 
lege of  Kansas. 

Adams,  William  L.,  banker,  was  bom  in  Berwick,  Pa.,  May 
27,  I860;  son  of  Enos  L.  and  Margaret  (Eisner)  Adams;  grad- 
uated from  Mount  Union  college,  Alliance,  Ohio,  Ph.B.,  1881; 
married.  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  Elizabeth  A.  Davis;  four  children. 
Engaged  in  banking  business  since  1893,    President  and  director 
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First  National  Bank  of  Hoquiam,  Keystone  Timber  Co.,  Hoquiam ; 
vice-president  and  director  of  the  Gray 'a  Harbor  Lumber  Co., 
Hoquiam,  Wash.  County  commissioner  of  Mitcfaell  county,  Tex., 
1882-85;  county  assessor  Midland  county,  Tex.,  1S85-88.  Repa- 
btican.  Episcopalian.  Was  president  of  Washington  State 
Bankers'  Association,  1908-09,  Trustee  of  Hoquiam  Carnegie 
library,  32nd  de^gree  Scottish  Rite  mason,  Shriner,  Elk,  Member 
order  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

Adamson,  William  Charles,  United  States  congressman  from 
the  fourth  district  of  Oeoi^ia,  was  bom  Aug.  13, 1854,  in  Bowdon, 
Ga.  He  was  judge  of  the  City  Court  of  Carrollton  from  1885  to 
1889,  and  was  attorney  for  the  city  of  Carrollton  for  a  number 
of  years ;  and  was  presidential  elector  in  1892.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  fifty-fifth,  fifty-sixth,  fifty-seventh,  fifty-eighth,  fifty-ninth, 
sixtieth  and  sixty-first  congresses  as  a  democrat.  He  was  re- 
elected to  the  sixty-second  congress  from  the  fourth  district  of 
Georgia  for  the  term  of  1911-13;  and  resides  in  Carrollton,  Ga. 

Adcock,  W.  M.,  member  State  Committee  Democratic  party, 
was  bom  Jan,  6, 1860,  in  Callaway  County,  Mo.  He  was  educated 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  state.  He  is  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  and  loan  business;  and  Is  prominently  identified  with  the 
business  and  public  affairs  of  Fulton,  Mo.  He  is  now  serving 
bis  first  term  of  1910-12  as  state  committeeman  from  the  Ninth 
district  of  Missouri, 

Addicks,  John  Edward,  capitalist  and  statesman,  was  bom 
Nov,  21,  1841,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa,  Works  for  the  manufacture 
of  gas  were  built  for  him  in  Jersey  City  and  for  the  Consumers' 
Gas  Company  of  Chicago,  III. ;  and  the  competition  which  he  en- 
gendered led  to  the  union  of  the  gas  companies  of  Chicago  into 
Uie  now  noted  Chiago  gas  tmst.  In  1884  he  organized  and  he- 
came  president  of  the  Bay  State  Gas  Company  of  Boston,  which 
constructed  large  works.  In  1892  he  bought  a  majority  interest 
in  the  Brooklyn  Gas  Company,  becoming  its  president;  and  is 
now  largely  interested  in  other  gas  companies  in  Brooklyn,  N.T, 
In  1899-1901  and  in  1903  he  was  candidate  for  the  United  States 
senate  from  Delaware. 

AdelsbflTf^,  Louis,  physician  and  public  official,  was  bom 
Feb.  16,  1862,  in  Waterloo,  HI.  His  surname  originated  from  the 
city  of  Adelsherg,  Anstria,  of  which  an  Adelsberg  was  burgo- 
master, the  city  deriving  its  name  from  him ;  and  bis  descendants 
emigrated  to  Baltimore,  Md.  He  received  a  thorough  education 
in  the  pnblic  schools  of  his  native  city;  and  in  1884  graduated 
with  the  degree  of  M.D.  from  the  medical  department  of  Wash- 
ington university  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  In  1897-1901  he  was  president 
of  the  niinoia  State  Board  of  Health.  In  1897  he  was  a  delegate 
to  the  International  Medical  Congress  held  in  Moscow,  Russia. 
He  holds  a  prominent  position  in  the  medical  world;  and  sine* 
1890  haa  practiced  his  profession  in  Waterloo,  HI,  C(11>qIc 
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Adklns,  William  Lucius,  lawyer  and  statesman,  was  born  Oct. 
18,  1859,  in  Colorado  County,  Tex.  He  received  a  thorough  edu- 
cation; and  graduated  from  the  Texas  Military  Institute.  He 
has  attained  success  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Columbus,  Colorado 
County,  Tex.  He  has  been  chairman  of  the  county  Democratic 
party;  and  he  sen-ed  as  a  Democratic  congressional  chairman. 
He  has  been  a  representative  in  the  Texas  state  legislature ;  and 
served  on  several  important  committees.  He  was  presidential 
elector  for  Alton  B.  Parker;  and  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic 
national  convention  that  nominated  William  Jennings  Bryan  the 
second  time. 

Adreon,  Edward  Lawrence,  manufacturer,  banker,  was  bom 
in  St.  Louis,  Dee.  23,  1847;  son  of  Dr.  Stephen  W.  and  Emily 
Gates  (Learned)  Adreon;  educated  at  Wynian's,  St.  Louis  univ. ; 
two  sons:  B.  L,  Adreon,  Jr.,  and  Robert  Enos;  one  daughter, 
Josephine  May  (deceased).  Entered  business  career  in  1865  as 
clerk  in  offlce  of  comptroller  of  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  and  re- 
mained in  that  position  until  elected  comptroller  in  1877;  re- 
elected in  1881,  and  served  until  1885;  appointed  vice-president 
and  general  manager  of  The  American  Brake  Co.,  manufacturers 
of  locomotive  brakes ;  now  first  vice-president,  his  son,  Robert  E., 
succeeding  as  general  manager;  became  southwestern  manager 
of  the  Weatinghouse  Air  Brake  Co.,  1888;  now  vice-president  and 
director  of  the  Broadway  Savings  Trust  Co. ;  secretary  and  treas- 
urer Westinghouae  Automatic  Air  and  Steam  Coupler  Co. ;

He  attended  Georgetown  Col- 
lege of  Kentucky ;  and  in  1882  graduated  from  the  United  States 
Military  Academy.  He  has  been  a  cavalry  officer;  in  1885-86 
was  engaged  in  explorations  in  Alaska;  1881-90  was  instructor  in 
languages  at  the  military  academy;  and  in  1890-99  was  nrilitary 
attache  at  St.  Petersburg  and  Berlin,  except  while  serving  in  the 
Cuban  campaign.  In  1901  he  commanded  the  forty-third  regi- 
ment United  States  volunteer  infantry  on  the  island  of  Leyte, 
of  which  island  he  was  civil  governor.  In  1901  he  began  the 
organization  of  the  Philippine  constabulary;  and  in  1903  was 
made  brigadier-general  and  chief  of  constabulary.

Aiidenon,  Tbonuui  BCacArthor,  lawyer,  army  officer,  author, 
was  bom  Jan.  21,  1836,  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio.  He  was  educated  at 
the  Mount  St.  Mary's  college  of  Maryland;  he  graduated  from 
the  Cincinnati  law  school;  and  subsequently  practiced  law.  Dur- 
ing the  civil  war  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  sixth  re^ment 
Ohio  volunteer  infantry.  He  has  been  lieutenant  in  the  fifth 
United  States  cavalry;  captain  in  the  twelfth  United  States  in- 
fantry; and  was  actios  field  officer  during  the  civil  war.  He 
was  major  in  the  twenty-first  United  States  infantry;  major  in 
the  tenth  United  States  infantry;  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  ninth 
United  States  infantry;  and  in  1886  became  colonel  in  the  four- 
teenth United  States  infantry.

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hiatorian  of  his  Co.  "D."  from  18S1  to  186&— 250  page  book.  Na- 
tional delegate  to  the  National  Republican  convention  at  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  in  1897,  that  nominated  McKinley  and  Roosevelt. 
Delegate  to  all  National  encampments  of  the  G.  A.  A.,  and  also 
to  alt  state  encampments  of  the  Q.  A.  R. 

Barlow,  Walter  Jajrvis,  physician,  was  bom  Jan.  22,  1868,  in 
Ossining,  N.T,  He  waa  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in 
New  York  and  Los  Angeles.

Barnes,  John  B.,  county  and  prosecuting  attorney  for  Natrona 
county,  Wyo.,  was  bom  Sept.  10,  1875,  in  Ponca,  Neb.  He  re- 
ceived a  thorough  education  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
state;  and  in  1896  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.B.  from  the 
University  of  Nebraska.

Bamhurt,  Henry  A.,  United  States  congressman  from  the 
tbirteeatb  district  of  Indiana,  was  bom  near  Twelve  Mile,  Ind, 
He  has  been  president  and  manager  of  the  Rochester  Telephone 
Company,  and  president  of  the  National  Telephone  Association, 
holding  that  position  for  two  years;  was  a  director  of  the  North- 
em  Prison  at  Michigan  City  for  three  years;  a  trustee  of  the 
hospital  for  the  insane  at  Longeliff  for  seven  years,  and  looks 
after  the  interests  of  a  farm  in  Fulton  county.  He  is  married  and 
has  two  sons  and  a  foster  daughter.  He  was  elected  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  the  sixtieth  congress,  was  re-elected  to  the  sixty-first 
and  sixty-second  congresses  as  a  democrat;  and  resides  in  Roches- 
ter, Ind, 

Barrett,  Charles  A,,  merchant  and  statesman,  was  bom  June 
21,  1852,  in  Sumner,  Maine.  He  was  educated  in  the  district 
schools  and  under  private  tuition.  He  is  a  successful  farmer, 
stock  raiser  and  merchant  of  Athena,  Ore.;  and  is  prominently 
identified  with  the  business  and  the  public  affairs  of  bis  city, 
county  and  state.

admitted  to  firm  of  Samuel  Bell  and  Son  1868;  withdrew  from 
firm  i  1888  and  removed  to  Minneapolis ;  partner  in  firm  of  Wash- 
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bum,  Martin  and  company.  1888-89;  president  since  1889  of 
■Washburn-Crosby  company,  manufacturing  flour  at  Minneapolis; 
Buffalo,  N.T. ;  Louisville,  Kj. ;  Great  Falls,  Mont. ;  and  Kalispell. 
Mont. ;  largest  milling  concern  in  United  States,  and  larger  flour 
output  than  any  other  company  in  the  world.  Also  vice-president 
St.  Anthony  and  Dakota  Elevator  company,  Bamnm  Grain  com- 
pany; president  Royal  Milling  company;  director  for  many  yearrf 
of  Northwestern  National  bank,  Minneapolis.  Republican  (stal- 
wart).

Director  Chicago  Great  Western  Railway  company. 

Bell,  Thomas  Hontgoinery,  United  States  congressman  from 
the  ninth  district  of  Georgia,  was  bom  in  1861  in  Georgia.  He  is 
prominently  identified  with  the  business  and  public  affairs  of 
Gainesville,  Ga.;  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  fifty-ninth, 
sixtieth  and  sixty-first  congresses.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  sixty- 
second  congress  for  the  term  of  1911-13;  and  resides  in  Gaines- 
ville, Ga, 

Bellamy,  John  Dillard,  lawyer,  congressman,  author,  was  bom 
March  24,  1854,  in  Wilmington,  N.  C.  He  has  been  state  senator 
and  eity  attorney  of  Wilmiogtoa,  N.  C.  In  1899-1903  he  was  a 
representative  from  North  Carolina  to  the  fifty-sixth  and  fifty- 
seventh  congresses  as  a  democrat.  He  is  the  author  of  several 
books  and  historical  essays. 

Belmont,  Peny,  lawyer,  diplomat,  congressman,  was  bom  Dec. 
28,  1851,  in  New  York  City.  He  graduated  at  Harvard  college 
in  1872,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1876.  In  1881-88  he  was  a 
representative  from  New  York  to  the  forty-seventh,  forty-eight, 
forty-ninth  and  fiftieth  congresses  as  a  democrat.

Beltzhoover,  F.  E.,  statesman  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  was  bom  Nov.  6, 
1841,  in  Cumberland  county.  Pa.  In  1858  he  entered  Pennsyl- 
vania  college,  at  Gettysburg,  where  he  graduated  in  1862.  Hs 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1864,  and  has  practiced  since.  In 
1868  and  1873  he  was  chairman  of  the  democratic  executive 
committee  of  the  county ;  and  in  1874  was  elected  district  attorney 
and  served  for  three  years.

Con- 
ducted general  retail  store  1860-1870 ;  wholesale  grocer  1870-1872, 
engaged  in  wholesale  dry  goods,-  also  manufacturing  at  St.  Jo- 
seph, Mo.  President  John  S.  Brittain  Dry  Goods  company;  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  Brittain  Investment  company.  Republican; 
Presbyterian.  Member  Sons  of  Revolution,  Clubs:  Benton, 
Mackinac  Island  (known  as  Wawashkamo  Golf),  and  Highland 
Golf  Club.

Bandmaster  Chicago 
Marine  Band  from  1893  to  1907.  Composer  of  hundreds  of 
military  marches  and  concert  pieces.  Inventor  of  the  Brooke 
Compond  Reflecting  Telescope.  IHscovered  the  danger  in  gyro- 
scopic force.  Inventor  of  the  Broke  Non-Gyro  Aero  Motor.  Ex- 
pert in  the  science  of  aviation. 

Brookflr,  Charles  Roderick,  business  president  and  statesman 
of  Ansonia,  Conn.,  was  bom  March  4,  1847,  in  Litchfield,  Conn. 
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Siuce  1900  he  has  been  president  of  the  Ameriean  Brass  Company ; 
is  also  president  oi  the  Torrington  tiiavings  Bank)  president  ol! 
the  Ansonia  Land  and  Wiater  Fower  Company;  and  vice-president 
and  director  of  various  other  corporations.  In  1875  he  waa 
elected  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  house  of  representatives;

For  two 
years  he  taught  school ;  and  in  1851  was  admitted  to  the  Kanawha 
bar.  In  1858  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Coal  River  Naviga- 
tion Company ;  and  was  re-elected  to  that  position  directly  after 
the  close  of  the  civil  war.  In  April  1861,  he  entered  the  con- 
federate service  as  a  private  in  the  Kanawha  riflemen,  which 
became  the  nucleus  for  the  twenty-second  regiment  Virginia 
infantry.  He  was  promoted  in  August,  1861,  to  major  in  the 
third  regiment  of  the  Wise  legion,  which  was  subsequently  known 
as  the  sixtieth  regiment  Virginia  infantry.

Borke,  James  Joseph,  president  Brooks  Jewelry  and  Optical 
company,  was  bom  in  Stockport,  England,  December  23,  1872;

Has  lectured  on  heating  and  working 
metals  by  electricity  before  Harvard  Lecture  Club  of  Jefferson 
Physicaal  Laboratory,  Harvard  College,  before  Society  of  Arts  of 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Franklin  Institute,  Phil- 
adelphia, etc.  Awarded  over  a  dozen  gold  and  silver  medals  for 
his  various  inventions.

Olark,  Champ,  United  States  congressman  from  the  ninth 
district  of  Missouri,  was  bom  March  7, 1850,  near  Lawrenceburg, 
Ky.  In  1873  he  graduated  with  highest  honors  from  the  Bethany 
College,  WiVa.;  and  became  president  of  the  Marshall  College 
of  Huntington,  W.Ta.  He  has  been  city  attorney  for  Looiaiana 
and  Bowling  Oreen,  Mo. ;  prosecuting  attorney  of  Pike  County, 
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Mo.;  and  be  b«s  serred  as  special  judge  of  the  Louisiaoa  (Mo.) 
Court  of  Common  Pleas.  He  was  6  member  of  tbe  fifty-third, 
fifty-fifth,  fifty-sixtb,  fifty-seventh,  fifty-e^htb,  fifty-ninth,  six- 
tieth and  aizty-first  congresses.  He  was  re-elected  to  tbe  sixty- 
second  congress  from  tbe  ninth  district  of  Missouri  for  tbe  term 
of  1911-13 ;  and  resides  in  Bowling  Qreen,  Mo. 

Clark,  Oharles  Amory,  soldier  and  lawyer  of  Iowa,  was  bom 
Jan.  26, 1841,  in  Sangerville,  Me.

Claypool,  Horatio  0.,  United  States  congresman  from  the 
eleventh  district  of  Ohio,  was  bom  Feb.  9,  1859,  in  McArthur, 
Ohio.  Since  1882  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law ;  was 
prosecuting  attorney  in  1898-1905 ;  when  he  became  judge  of  the 
probate  court  of  his  county.  He  was  elected  to  the  sixty-second 
congress  as  a  democrat ;  and  resides  in  Chillicothe,  Ohio. 

Clayton,  Hemy  D.,  United  States  congressman  from  the  third 
district  of  Alabama,  was  bom  in  Barbour  county,  Ala.  He  has 
practiced  law  in  Clayton  and  Enfaula,  Ala.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  democratic  national  convention  for  1904-08.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  fifty-fifth,  fifty-sixth,  fifty-eight,  fifty-ninth,  sixtieth  and 
sixty-first  congresses  as  a  democrat.  He  was  re-elected  to  the 
sixty-second  congress  from  the  third  district  of  Alabama  for  the 
term  of  1911-13;  and  resides  in  ESufaula,  Ala. 

0Imu7,  P«t«r  JoMtdi  Angngtiiw,  army  surgeon,  was  bom  No- 
vember 17,  1839,  in  Malta,  K.Y.  In  1862  be  was  appointed  from 
New  York  assistant  surgeon  of  the  United  States  volnnteer;  and 
in  1863  he  was  brevetted  lieutenant-colonel.

Clearwater,  Alphonao  Trampbonr,  lawyer  and  jurist  of  Kings- 
ton, N.Y.,  was  born  yept.  11,  1848,  in  West  Point,  N.Y.  He  was 
educated  at  the  Anthon  Qrammar  School ;  attended  the  Kingston 
Academy;  and  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Kntgers  for 
distinction  in  public  service.  In  1877  he  became  district  attorney 
for  Ulsters  county,  N.T. )  was  re-elected  in  1680  and  in  1883 ;  and 
in  1884  and  in  1886  declined  the  nomination  for  congress.  In 
1889-98  he  was  county  judge  of  Ulster  county.  He  was  appointed 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  to  succeed  Alton  B.  Parker;  and 
many  times  a  delegate  to  the  national,  state,  senatorial  and  other 
conventions.  He  ia  vice-president  of  the  Ulster  County  Historical 
Society ;  has  contributed  numerous  papers  and  addresses  on  histo- 
rical, patriotic  and  biographical  topics  to  standard  publications.

He  was  partially  educated  for 
the  ministry;  but  left  school  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years  to  enter 
mercantile  life  in  New  York  city,  whither  Ms  father  had  taken 
him  on  a  business  trip,  his  father  being  an  extensive  manufacturer 
of  goods  for  the  American  market.  He  at  once  took  a  position  in 
a  large  importing  house  of  New  York  City.  In  1857  he  became 
a  member  of  a  banking  firm  of  Stout,  Clews  and  Mason,  which 
later  became  Livermore,  Clews  and  Company.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  civil  war  he  was  invited  by  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
to  become  an  agent  to  sell  government  bonds.

Ooz,  James  H.,  journalist,  publisher,  congressman,  was  bom  March

schools  of  his  native  state;  and  graduated  from  the  high  school  of  bis 
native  town.  In  his  early  youth  be  was  a  newsboy;  learned  the  printer's 
trade;  and  became  a  successful  journalist.  For  many  years  be  was  a 
newspaper  reporter;  became  a  well  known  newspaper  publisher  of  Dayton, 
Ohio;  and  has  filled  numerous  positions  of  trust  and  honor  in  his  city, 
county  and  state.  In  1909-11  he  was  a  representative  from  Ohio  to  the 
sixty-first  Congress  as  a  Democrat ;  and  served  on  several  important  com- 
mittees. Nominated  by  the  Democratic  party  by  acclamation  for  Gov- 
ernor of  Ohio  on  June  5,  1912,  and  at  once  began  the  most  active  cam- 
paign ever  known  in  the  state. 

Cos,  Jofl  D.,  state  representative  of  Texas,  was  bom  June  10,  1862, 
in  Paoli,  Ind.  He  was  educated  in  tbe  public  schools  of  bis  native  state, 
gradnating  from  the  high  school.  He  is  a  successful  journalist;  and  ia 
editor  of  the  Rockwall  Success  of  Texas.  He  is  a  prominent  member  of 
the  Democratic  party;  has  been  mayor  of  Rockwell,  Texas;  tind  filled 
various  other  positions  of  trust  and  honor.    He  is  a  state  representative 
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from  the  eightemtli  difitrict  to  the  Tesas  legislature;  and  reeidee  in  Rock- 
well, Texas. 

Oox,  Palmw,  artist  and  autlior  of  New  York  City,  was  bom  on  April 
28,  1840,  in  Canada.  He  became  famous  the  world  over  as  the  author  of 
a  seriee  of  books  entitled  The  Brownies,  Their  Book;  Another  Brownie 
Book;  and  other  works.  A  volume  entitled  Queer  People  contains  a  col- 
lection of  man;  of  his  contributions  to  juvenile  literature.  In  lus  younger 
days  he  lived  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  there  published  Squibs  of  Cali- 
fornia and  various  other  works.  He  illustrated  bis  own  works;  and  has 
a  studio  and  sanctum  on  Broadway,  New  York  City.

Savla,  Irby  I>nnklln,  educator  and  clergyman  of  Mayesville,  S.C.,

Railroad,  and  Lick  Creek  &  Lake  Erie  Railroad,  both  of  which  he  pro- 
moted and  constructed.

Member 
Golden  Eagle.  Recreation:  Gardening.  Club:  Ohio  (Columbus),  Was 
member  of  Roosevelt's  personal  body  guard  at  Chicago,  111.,  during  Re- 
publican convention,  1012.  1562  Kanawha  street,  ofBce  12th  floor.  Alder- 
sons  &  Stevenson  Building,  Charleston,  W.  Va.  Member  of  West  Vir- 
ginia Republican  state  central  committee.    Active  Roosevelt  Republican. 

Day,  Josaph  P.,  real  estate  broker  and  auctioneer,  was  horn  Sept. 
22,  1873,  in  New  York  City.  At  the  ^e  of  twenty-one  be  established 
himself  in  the  real  estate  and  insurance  business;  and  in  1S98  negotiated 
the  heaviest  accident  policy  ever  written.  In  recent  years  he  has  been 
especially  prominent  in  the  sale  of  real  estate  at  auction  in  which  field 
he  is  the  recognized  leader  in  this  country.  In  1908  he  sold  over  two 
thousand  lots;  and  was  auctioneer  in  the  famous  Ogden  state  sale  lasting 
fear  days,  disposing  of  fifteen  hundred  Iota  in  West  BroDx.

In  February,  1899,  he  was  ap* 
pointed  United  States  circuit  judge  for  the  sixth  judicial  circuit  by  Pres- 
ident McKinley.  In  February,  1903,  he  was  made  justice  of  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  by  President  Roosevelt,  taking  the  oath  of  office 
March  2  of  that  year.

Member  of  the  board  of  directors 
Springrille  Banking  Company  dating  from  December,  1899;  and  incor- 
porator and  board  member  of  the  Utah  Wholesale  Grocery  Company 
since  its  incorporation  four  years  ago. 
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Debevolse,  TliomM  HcElrath,  lawyer  and  statesman  of  New  York 
City,  was  bom  in  New  York  City.  He  wae  educated  at  Yale  University 
and  at  the  New  York  Law  Sehool ;  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  taw  firm 
of  Bonnda,  Hatch,  Dillingham  &  Debevoise.  He  is  a  Republican  in  poli- 
ties; and  a  prominent  member  of  various  social,  political  and  scientific 


De  Bronx,  OMrge  0.,  banker;  bom  Tonet,  Kewaunee  County,  Wis., 
Jan.  28, 18S6;  son  of  Desire  and  Veronica  (Vande  Velde)  De  Bronx;  ed- 
ucated in  Wausaukee  graded  and  high  schools;  married,  Marinette,  Wis., 
June  1,  1909,  Eva  Mae  Hermans.  While  still  attending  high  school 
worked  in  Wanaankee  State  Bank  for  two  months;  assistant  cashier  five 
years;  cashier  Coleman  State  Bank,  leaving  after  three  months'  time  to 
accept  better  position  as  cashier  of  Denmark  State  Bank,  which  position 
has  held  since  2009.  Republican.  Catholic.  He  is  a  Notary  Public  and 
director  Denmark  Condensed  Milk  Company;  real  estate  dealer. 

Deems,  Edward  Hark,  clergyman,  author,  was  bom  April  22,  1852, 
in  Greensboro,  N.C.  In  1874  he  graduated  from  Princeton  University; 
studied  two  years  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary ;  and  in  1877  grad- 
uated from  Princeton  Seminary.  He  devoted  his  vacations  to  home  mis- 
sion work  in  Nevada  and  Colorado;  and  in  1877  became  pastor  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Longmont,  Colo.

He  attend- 
ed and  was  graduated  from  the  Southern  University  of  Greensboro, 
Ala.,  with  the  degree  of  A3.,  in  1886,  and  in  1889,  was  graduated  in 
law  from  the  University  of  Virginia;  his  profession  has  always  been 
that  of  attorney  at  law;  was  married  to  Miss  Etta  Tinsley,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  Jane  23,  1897;  was  appointed  prosecuting  attomey  for  Mont- 
gomery County,  and  went  into  office  Dec.  1,  1902;  in  1904  was  re-elected 
for  a  term  of  six  years;  was  nominated  by  the  Democrats  in  a  Congres- 
sional primary  Sept.  12,  1908,  and  was  eleeted  to  the  sixty-first  congr^s 
as  a  democrat;  and  was  re-elected  to  the  sixty-second  congress  for  the 
term  of  1911-13;  and  resides  in  Montgomery,  Ala.

Dopew,  Ohaonce;  Hitchell,  lawyer,  orator,  railroad  president.  United 
State  senator,  was  bom  April  23,  1834,  in  PeekakiU,  N.Y.  In  1861  be 
was  elected  to  the  New  York  state  legislature;  was  re-elected;  and  be 
became  the  secretary  of  state.  In  1875  he  became  counsel  of  the  Van- 
derbilt  Railway  System;  and  subsequently  its  president.  He  was  a 
prominent  candidate  for  president  in  the  national  republican  conven- 
tion of  1888.  In  1899  be  waa  elected  a  member  of  the  United  States 
senate  for  the  term  ending  1911.  He  is  the  author  of  two  works  en- 
titled Orations  and  After-Dinner  Speeches;  and  Later  Speeches.  In 
1885  he  became  president  of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad. 

Derby,  BOBWall,  lawyer  and  horticulturist,  was  bom  Feb.  4,  1854, 
in  Fulton  ■  County,  Obio.  For  five  years  be  was  secretary  and  attorney 
for  the  People's  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  Wakeman,  Ohio. 
For  many  years  he  was  engaged  in  seed  growing  at  Florence,  Obio;  and 
also  a  successful  mannfaotnrer  of  maple  syrup.  He  has  attained  promi- 
nence as  a  successful  lawyer,  and  has  a  lucrative  practice  in  his  state. 
He  has  contributed  extensively  both  prose  and  verse  to  the  periodical 
press,  and  manj'  of  his  poems  have  been  incorporated  into  Poets  of 
America,  and  standard  works,  and  resides  in  Milan,  Ohio. 

Do  Boaldes,  Aithnr  Waablngton,  surgeon,  founder,  author,  was  bom

Des  Jardina,  Benjamin  H.,  inventor,  was  bom  Oct.  16, 1858,  in  Tyre, 
Micb.  In  1882  be  constructed  the  first  type-setting  machine,  and  made 
the  first  computing  instrument  to  justify  the  lines.  He  was  for  two 
years  employed  on  the  Chicago  Inter-Ocean.  In  1899  he  invented  the 
typewriter  adding  machine.  He  is  now  President  of  the  Des  Jardins 
Computing  Register  Company;  and  a  director  in  various  corimrations. 

DeWaM,  Bobert  Wade  Townley,  wholesale  dry  goods  merchant, 
banker;  bom  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  March  7,  1862;  son  of  George  and 
Sophia  A.  (Lasselte)  DeWald;  educated  in  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  city  and 
cathedral  high  schools;  married,  Peoria,  111.,  June  25, 1889,  Mary  Hene- 
bery,  daughter  of  Matbew  Henebery,  prominent  merchant  and  banker 
of  Peoria,  111.  Organized  The  George  DeWald  Co.,  1889,  following  death 
of  father,  George  DeWald,  June  1899 ;  now  doing  a  wholesale  dry  goods 
business;  director  and  member  of  Executive  committee  of  The  German- 
American  National  Bank,  Fort  Wayne;  one  of  the  organizers  and  first 
vice-president  of  the  Peoples  Trust  &  Savings  Co.,  President  The  Geoi^ 
DeWald  Co.,  and  a  director  of  The  German-American  Trust  &  Savings 
Co.     Democrat;  Catholic.     Member  Kni^ts  of  Colnmbns,  and  trustee 
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of  the  Cathedral  Parish.  Recreationa :  Aatomobiling.  Clabs:  Commer- 
cial, Fort  Wavne  Country. 

DeWolf,  Edward  P.,  was  born  Jan.  13,  1S48,  in  Chicago,  His.  He 
attended  the  public  and  high  schools  of  his  native  city,  and  for  many 
years  was  there  engaged  in  bnsinesB.  His  father,  Williiun  DeWoIf,  was 
a  prominent  lawyer  of  Chicago,  a  member  of  the  le^lature  and  city 
treasnrer.  In  18S2  be  moved  to  Wankegan,  and  in  time  became  promi- 
nent as  pnblic  citizen.  Throns^h  hia  individual  eSorta  and  personal 
sacrifices,  the  first  great  mannfactnring  plant  of  the  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  was  secured  for  Waukegau.  He  originated  the  plans  for 
tbe  North  Shore  Electric  Railway  eyetem  in  1890,  and  in  spite  of  in- 
triguing opposition,  succeeded  in  establishing  tbe  system  in  1896.  In 
that  same  year  he  planned  the  present  Waukegan  harbor,  secured  tbe 
approval  of  the  War  Department  and  prepared  the  bill  in  Congress, 
which  later  was  passed,  establbhing  the  existing  plans  and  character  of 
the  harbor.  In  1895  he  was  elected  mayor,  unopposed,  and  his  ad- 
ministration was  eminently  satisfactory.  He  systematized  tbe  affairs 
of  the  city  in  all  of  its  departments  and  prepared  it  topographically  for 
physical  improvements  necessary,  because  of  its  changed  character  to  an 
important  mannfacturing  city.  He  was  mainly  instrumental  in  securing 
tbe  late  President  McKinley's  first  state  endorsement  at  the  Spring- 
field, HI.,  convention  of  1896,  and  lead  the  Lake  County  campaign  of 
that  year,  which  won  for  the  Illinois  McRinley  banner.

President  of 
Battery  "C"  Stock  Co.,  Viee-President  of  Lake  County  Historical  So- 
ciety, member  of  the  Chicago  Historical  Society,  and  has  been  associated 
with  nearly  every  succesftful  public  affair  of  tbe  city  and  county  from 
1890  to  1910.  He  is  publisher  of  "Illinois  Local  Improvement  Reg- 
ister," an  intricate  compilation  for  use  in  municipal  offices,  and  has 
prepared  severBl  other  works  that  have  not  yet  been  published.  He 
invented  the  method  of  drying  gine,  which  is  and  has  been  for  over 
forty  years  used  by  all  manufacturers  of  fine  glues.  He  also  invented  a 
pneumatic  pas-ienger  elevator,  a  water  intake  device,  etc. 

De  Tonng,  Dirk  Poa,  journalist,  diplomat;  was  bom  March  13,  1880, 
in  Sheridan  County,  Kan.  He  has  been  correspondent  and  editor  of 
newspapers,  and  in  1904  was  President  of  the  Jeffersonian  CInb  of 
Lincoln,  Neb.  He  has  been  a  delegate  to  Democratic  conventions,  and 
has  traveled  extensively  in  South  American  countries.  He  is  now  United 
States  Viee-Consul  at  Amsterdam,  and  foreign  correspondent  tor  Ameri- 
can newspapers. 

Dickie,  George  William,  manufacturer  and  author,  of  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  was  bom  July  17,  1844,  in  Scotland.  He  took  a  prominent  part 
on  steamship  work  on  the  Pacific  Coast;  also  in  designing  machinery  for 
the  Comstock  mines.  In  188.^1905  he  was  manager  of  the  Union  Iron 
Works  of  San  Francisco,  Cal.  He  was  president  and  is  a  life  member 
of  the  United  States  Technical  Society  of  tbe  Pacific  Coast;  is  a  mem- 
ber and  trustee  of  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences;  is  a  member  of 
tbe  council  of  the  Society  of  Naval  Architects  and  Marine  Engineers, 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  American  Society  of  Me- 
chanical Engineers.

Presi- 
dent National  Bank  of  Oxford,  Pa.,  since  1884;  treasurer  Oxford  Build- 
ing &  Loan  Association ;  director  Philadelphia  &  Baltimore  Central  Bail' 
road;  West  Cheater,  Wilmington  &  Kennett  Electric  Railway.  Repub- 
lican; Presbyterian.  Trustee  the  Lincoln  University;  treasurer  Oxford 
Presbyterian  church. 

Dickinson,  Clement  Oabell,  United  States  Senator  from  Missouri,  was 
born  Dec.  6, 1649,  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.;  graduated  from  Hamp- 
den Sidney  College,  Virginia,  in  June.  18^;  tanght  school  thereafter  in 
Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Missouri;  located  at  Clinton,  Mo.,  in  Sept. 
1872;  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1875;  was  elected 
prosecuting  attorney  of  Henry  County,  Mo.,  in  1876,  and  served  three 
terms  of  two  years  each;  was  Democratic  presidential  elector  in  1896; 
was  elected  to  the  Missouri  House  of  Representatives  in  1900,  and 
served  one  term  of  two  years;  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  of  Mis- 
souri in  1902,  and  served  one  term  of  four  years.  In  1907  was  ap- 
pointed a  member  of  the  Board  of  Re^nts  of  the  State  Normal  School 
at  Warrensbni^,  Mo.,  for  a  term  of  six  years;  was  elected  to  Congress 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  David  A.  De  Armond,  deceased,  and  took 
his  seat  Feb.  7.

Has  traveled  widely  in  this  country,  seven  times  visited  Europe,  and 
once  the  Orient.

Sixty-second  Congresses  as  a  Democrat,  and  resides  in  Beaumont,  Tex. 

Dlfenderfer,  Robert  E.,  United  States  Congressman  from  the  Ei^th 
District  of  Pennsylvania,  was  bom  at  Lewisburg,  Union  Connty,  Pa., 
June  7, 1849.  He  built  and  operated  the  first  woolen  mill  in  the  Chinese 
Empire  at  Tientsin;  passed  throngh  the  Chinese  Boxer  insurrection  in 
1900,  and  returned  to  the  United  States  in  August  of  the  same  year, 
since  which  time  he  has  followed  the  wholesale  lumber  business  and  con- 
tracting, bis  present  occupation;  is  married  and  has  two  sons;  was 
elected  to  the  Sixty-second  Congress.

He  has  been  counsel  for  the  city  of  Seattle, 
a  member  of  its  Board  of  Education,  and  President  of  the  Washington 
State  Bar  Association.  In  1912  he  resigned  as  United  States  District 
Judge  for  the  Western  District  of  Washington,  to  resnme  the  practice 
of  law  in  Seattle,  Wash. 

Doollttle,  Tbomas  Besjamln,  manofocturer,  inventor,  was  bom  on 
June  30,  1839,  in  Woodbury,  Conn.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  New  England,  and  at  the  Woodbury  Academy.  Early  in  life 
he  was  a  manufacturer  of  braes  articles  at  Bridgeport,  Conn.  He  made 
many  inventions  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  barb  wire;  was 
the  originator  of  the  buffer  platform  and  coupler,  and  invented  and 
placed  in  service  the  first  fare-registers  in  the  street  cars.  He  became 
connected  with  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  at  the  beginning  of  the  business; 
originated  the  first  telephone  switchboard,  and  tu  1898  received  a  medal 
from  Franklin  Institute  for  the  origination  of  a  process  of  producing 
hard  drawn  copper  wire,  which  made  long  distance  telephony  possible. 
He  is  at  present  engaged  in  the  development  of  telephone  toll-line  traf- 
fic throughout  the  Ignited  States.  He  has  been  president  of  a  manufac- 
turing company,  was  vice-president  of  the  American  Telephone  Co.  of 
New  York  at  the  time  of  its  organization,  and  is  a  director  in  various 
industrial  oorporstionfl. 

Vonmns,  Frank  B^  United  States  Congressman  from  Michigan,  was 
bom  in  Venango  County,  Pa.,  Aug.  31.  1865;  a  lawyer  by  profession; 
served  in  the  legislature  of  Michigan  1891-02;  has  been  assistant  cor- 
poration eoonsel  and  controller  of  the  city  of  Detroit ;  was  elected  to  the 
Six^-seeond  Coi^cress. 

Dorr,  Ohsries  Pbilip,  lawyer  and  statesman,  was  bom  Aug.  12,  1863, 
in  Monroe  County,  Ohio.  He  received  a  thorough  edneation  in  the  pub- 
lie  and  private  schools  of  Ohio.  In  1874  he  began  the  practice  of  law 
in  West  ViTginia,  and  he  has  since  become  one  of  the  leading  attorneys 
of  that  state.  In  1884  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  West  Virginia 
house  of  delegates  from  the  Fourth  District,  and  was  re-elected  in  18?' 
In  the  intervening  seseion  of  1887  he  was  chosen  sei^ant-at-arms  of  1 
house  of  delegates.  In  1897-99  he  was  a  Representative  from  West  V 
ginia  to  the  !FHfty-fiftb  Congress  as  a  Republican.

Dortdi,  Elam  BpaAs,  planter,  statesman,  was  bom  Sept.  16, 1841,  in 
Claiborne  County,  Miss.  He  received  a  thorough  edncatiou,  and  grad- 
uated from  Minden  College,  of  Louisiana.  He  is  a  successful  cotton 
planter  of  Tajlortown,  La.,  and  has  been  president  of  the  police  jury; 
has  been  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  for  twenty  years  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  for  Bossier  Parish.  Since  1900  he  has  been  a  member  of 
the  Louisiana  State  Senate  from  the  Twenty-third  District. 

Dortch,  JoBfah  H.,  chief  of  education.  United  States  Division  of  In- 
dian ASaire,  was  bom  Feb.  15,  1858,  in  Somerville,  Tenn.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  Southwestern  Presbyterian  University  of  Clarksville,  Tenn., 
and  at  Vanderbilt  University,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  He  is  by  profession 
a  lawyer  and  editor,  and  in  1884  was  appointed  clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Fayette  Connty,  Tenn.  In  1887  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ten- 
nessee State  Senate  from  the  Thirtieth  Senatorial  District,  and  in  1890- 
94  was  connty  court  clerk  of  Fayette  County,  Tenn.  While  a  member 
of  the  Tennessee  State  Senate  he  introduced  and  passed  the  election  law 
hill  of  the  state,  which,  with  only  slight  modifications,  is  still  on  the 
statute  books.  For  fifteen  years  he  was  editor  of  the  Reporter,  of  Som- 
erville,  Tenn.  Since  1895  be  has  been  chief  of  edncation,  Division  of 
Indian  Affairs,  and  resides  in  Washington,  D.C. 

DoBt«l,  Frank,  soldier,  lawyer,  jurist,  was  bom  Jan.  19,  1649,  in  Vir- 
ginia. He  served  two  years  in  the  Eleventh  Indiana  cavalry  during  the 
Civil  War.  Since  1871  he  has  practiced  law  in  Kansas,  For  four  years 
he  was  judge  of  the  District  Court,  and  for  six  years  was  chief  justice 
of  the  State  Supreme  Court  of  Kansas. 

Dost«r,  William  E.,  lawyer,  was  born  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  Jan.  8,  1837, 
his  father  being  a  woolen  manufacturer  at  that  place.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  Bethlehem,  and  at  Yale  College,  where  he  was  graduated  in 
1857,  afterward  graduated  at  Harvard  Law  School  and  studied  law  at 
Easton  and  at  Philadelphia.  He  subsequently  spent  a  year  in  the  study 
of  civil  law  at  Heidelberg,  Germany,  and  six  months  studying  Frenidi 
law  at  Paris.  Returning  home  when  the  Civil  War  began,  he  raised  a 
eavalry  company  and  went  to  the  war  as  its  captain.  During  the  war 
he  was  promoted  to  colonel,  and  in  1864  was  mustered  out  of  the  service 
as  brevet  brigadier  general.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Easton, 
but  practiced  for  one  year  at  Washington,  D.C.,  engaged  in  trials  before 
military  commissions  and  court  martials.  He  was  engaged  with  Reverdy 
Johnson  and  Gen.  Ewing  and  others  for  the  defense  in  the  trial  of  the 
conspirators  against  the  life  of  President  Lincoln,  and  also  Aiterott  and 
Payne  for  the  attack  upon  Secretary  Seward.  He  returned  to  Gaston 
after  ttie  close  of  these  celebrated  cases,  and  practiced  law  there  till  1872, 
when  he  removed  to  Bethlehem,  where  he  has  since  remained.  During 
his  career  he  has  been  alone  in  his  practice  and  has  gained  wide  reputa- 
tion for  high  legal  ability  and  attainment,  being  considered  one  of  the 
brat  trial  lawyers  in  the  state.  He  served  as  register  in  bankruptcy 
from  18618  to  1679,  and  has  been  counsel  for  the  Lehigh  Coal  ft  Naviga- 
tion Co.  twenty-five  years,  and  for  the  Bethlehem  Iron  ft  Steel  Ca 
twenty-three  years.  For  twenty  years  he  has  been  president  of  the  New 
Street  Bridge  Co.  New  President  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  National  Bank, 
of  Bethlehem,  and  most  extensive  proprietor  of  farms  in  the  connty  of 
Northampton.

He  receired  a  thorough  educa- 
tion, and  is  identiiSed  with  the  business  and  public  affairs  of  bis  native 
city.  He  is  assistant  manager  of  the  Susquehanna  Coal  Co.  He  is 
major-general,  conunandiog  the  National  Qnard  of  Pennsylyania,  and 
has  filled  varions  positions  of  tmst  and  honor. 

Dougherty,  Hugh,  President  Marion  Trust  Co.,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
was  bom  July  28,  1844,  in  Darke  County,  Ohio.  He  served  as  a  Union 
soldier  during  the  Civil  War,  enlisting  as  a  member  of  Company  F, 
Ninety-fourth  Begiment  of  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry.  He  was  made 
prisoner  of  war,  and  sent  to  Camp  Chase,  Ohio,  until  his  exehange. 
After  his  military  career  he  entered  business  pursuits ;  became  assistant 
cashier  in  the  First  National  Bank  of  Bluffton,  of  which  his  uncle,  John 
Studabaker,  was  president.  The  title  of  this  bank  was  subsequently 
changed  to  the  Studabaker  Bank,  of  which  institution  Mr.  Dougherty 
has  been  president  since  1895.

Donglas,  Ernest,  oi^anist,  author,  was  bom  April  10, 1864,  in  Mans- 
field, Ohio.  In  1897-1903  he  was  ot^nist  and  director  of  music  in  St. 
John's  Theolo^cal  School  at  Cambridge,  Mass.  Organist  and  choir- 
master St.  Paul's  Pro- Cathedral,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  and  director  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Choral  Soeietj.  He  is  the  author  of  Method  of  Organ 
Playing;  Exercises  for  Training  the  Boy's  Voice,  and  other  works. 

Dongas,  James,  educator,  railroad  president,  mining  enginer,  auth- 
or, was  bom  Nov.  4,  1837,  in  Quebec,  Canada.  He  was  educated  in  the 
eohools  and  universities  of  Canada  and  Edinburgh,  Scotland;  and  re- 
ceived the  degrees  of  B.A.  and  LLJ).  For  a  while  he  was  a  professor 
of  chemistry  in  Morrin  College;  in  1875  was  placed  in  charge  of  copper 
works  at  Phoenixville,  Pa.,  and  subsequently  in  Arizona.  He  is  a  well- 
known  railroad  president  and  president  of  mining  companies,  with  of- 
fices in  New  York  City.  He  was  president  of  the  Arisona  Southeastern 
Railway  Co.,  and  ia  now  president  of  Phelps  Dodge  &  Co.,  and  of  varions 
other  copper  companies.

Fallow,  Willlain  Oilson,  botanist,  was  bom  in  Boston,  Mass.,  Deo.  17, 
1844.  He  waa  gradoated  at  Harvard  in  1866,  at  the  medical  department 
of  that  university  in  1870,  and  spent  several  years  in  Kurt^,  studying 
under  Henri  A.  de  Bary  in  Strasbui^,  and  also  with  Eduard  Bomet  and 
Oustave  Thuret.  In  1874,  after  his  retom  to  the  United  States,  he  was 
ai^Kiiated  aseistant  professor  of  botany  at  Harvard,  and  in  1679  was 
elected  to  the  chair  of  oryptogamio  botajiy.  He  is  a  member  of  acientiflo 
societies  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States,  and  besides  being  a  fellow 
of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  received 
in  1879  an  election  to  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences.  Professor  Far- 
low 's  publications  have  been  principally  devoted  to  marine  algie,  fungi, 
and  diseases  of  plants.  These  have  gained  for  him  a  high  reputation 
among  cry{4ogamk  botanists.  The  aooonnts  of  the  "Progress  of  Bo- 
tany," in  tie  reporta  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution  from  1879  till  1886. 
were  written  by  him,  and  he  has  also  contributed  valuable  articles  on  bis 
speeialtiea  to  the  reports  of  the  United  States  Fish  Commission  and  to 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Agriculture.  He  has  published  The  Potato 
Rot  (Boston,  1875) ;  Diseases  of  Olive  and  Orange  Trees  (1876) ;  The 
Gymnosperangia,  or  Cedar-Apples  ef  the  United  States  (1880);  The 
Marino  Algs  of  New  England  (Washington,  1881) ;  and  baa  in  prepara- 
tion (1887)  Introduction  to  Cryptogamic  Botany.

In  June,  1864,  he  was  captured  by  the  enemy  and  was  imprisoned  on 
Johnson's  Island  for  twelve  months.  He  located  in  Hopkinsville,  Ky., 
in  1867,  and  formed  a  partnership  with.Jndge  Fetree  for  the  practice  of 
law.  In  1868  be  was  an  elector  from  the  Second  Congressional  District 
of  Kentucky.  In  1872  he  removed  to  Martinshurg,  W.Va.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Legislature  in  1876,  and  to  the  Senate  in  1878;  he  declined  the 
presidency  of  the  last  named  body.  He  was  a  prominent  candidate  before 
the  gubernatorial  convention  of  1884.  In  1885  he  was  tendered  the  ap- 
pointment as  consul-general  to  Egypt,  and  later  the  mission  to  Persia, 
by  President  Cleveland,  both  of  which  be  declined.  In  1892  be  became 
judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  and  has  ever  sinoe  filled  that  high  otOee  to 
entire  satisfaction  of  his  oonstitnenta.

Pi-esident  Rough  River  Bank;  partner  Oreen  Brothers,  farmers, 
merchants,  and  manafactnrere  of  lumber  and  flour. 

OlMse,  Edward  Lee,  educator,  anthor  of  many  works  of  systematie 
botany  and  botanical  history,  was  bom  Ang.  20,  1843,  in  Hopkinton,  R.T. 
An  intense  passion  for  the  study  of  plant  life  manifested  itself  in  earliest 
years;  and  only  a  new  impulse  was  given  to  it  by  the  removal  of  the 
family  from  H.I,  to  the  prairie  regions  of  Illinois,  when  the  futiire  botan- 
ist was  in  his  twelfth  year.  In  1866  he  reoeived  the  Ph.B.  degree  at  Albion 
College  Wisconsin,  and  at  once  entered  in  the  occupation  of  teacher,  and 
each  year,  for  botany's  sake,  in  a  new  field.  As  early  as  1870  he  had 
reached  the  Rocky  Idonntains  in  Colorado  Territory,  and  while  all  spare 
time  was  given  to  botanical  research  in  that  very  new  field,  he  was  pre- 
vailed on  by  friends  to  receive  ordination  to  the  Episcopal  ministry.  Dur- 
ing the  years  between  1872  and  1885  he  was  engaged  professionally  in 
missionary  work  at  stations  in  Colorado,  Wyoming,  California,  Arizona 
and  New  Mesieo,  all  the  while  in  correspondence  with  eminent  botanists, 
adding  much  to  the  knowledge  of  the  native  vegetation  of  all  those 
stretches  of  new  territory.  In  1885,  he  was  asked  to  take  charge  of  the 
department  of  botany  in  the  University  of  California.  This  chair  he  occu- 
pied until  1895,  then  accepted  the  like  situation  in  the  Catholic  University 
at  Washington,  B.C.  The  degree  of  LI1.D.  had  been  conferred  by  the 
University  of  Notre  Dame  in  1894.  In  1904  he  was  made  Honorary  Asso- 
ciate in  Botany  under  the  auspices  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  While 
at  the  California  Untversity  be  established  the  botanical  journal  Krythea 
and  published  his  Flora  Franciseana,  and  also  a  Manual  of  the  Botany 
of  the  Region  San  Francisco  Bay.

He  is  prominently  identified 
with  the  republican  party  of  New  Hampshire;  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  governor's  staff  with  the  rank  of  colonel.  He  is  president  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Auto  Club;  is  president  of  the  Exeter  County  Club;  and 
prominently  identified  with  the  business  and  public  affairs  of  bis  city 
and  state.  He  is  a  state  rnpresentative  in  the  New  Hampshire  legis- 
lature; a  member  of  the  committee  on  appropriation  and  on  liquor  laws; 
and  resides  in  Exeter,  K  JI. 

Stevenson,  Mia.  Bara  Toike,  arcbnologiat  and  author  of  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  waa  bom  Feb.  19,  1847,  in  Paris,  France.  In  1870  she  was  married 
to  Mr.  Cornelius  Steven-ion  of  Philadelphia,  Fa.  Since  1894  she  has  been 
president  of  the  Acorn  Club;  and  in  1893  was  vice-president  of  the  Jury 
for  Etbnol<%y  at  the  World's  Columbian  Blxposition,  In  1904  she  became 
president  of  the  Department  of  Archaxilog^  at  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania.
